Every State provides for the free lain 
cation of its children, recognising the 

fact Unit, every child allowed t" 
up in ignorance is a dead loss and a 
positive detriment to society in general. 
Every one that, is educated is so much 
gain. Society, through its govern 
mciit, makes a, oommon effort to edu 

Oato itself. The deaf mules merely 

come iii for their share of tlrjs educa- 
tion. That they are boarded in insti 
tutions, at public expense, is no fault 
of their own. They are a, small 
are widely scattered, and oanBOtbeac 
oommodated in every district, - 
in common with other people; hence 

they are obliged to collect in a few 

places, when 1 they can bo educated to 
the best advantage. If their parents 

had to pay their board very few could 
afford to educate them, and thus so- 
ciety would be the loser. Wo may in 

sist, that society owes us an education. 
with some show of justice, but not a 
living. A deaf-mute child may be ml 
milled (o an institution and ede 
a, certain number of years, and. if nee 
,. boarded, but, after the allotted 
time has passed he has no further 
claim on the institution.
